table as a way to achieve peace."

was adopted unanimously Tuesday 
after a month's deb&te and nearly 
three years of 
negotiation be- 


gun when Eisenhower 
proposed 


the formation of a world atoms- 
for-oeace project in 
December 


1953.

three of the major atomic powers, 
submit satification.

The Cily Council 


hereby finds that the five-mill tax- 
first authorized by Amendment No.'

Gouging the Gas Users 


Editorial in Texarkana Gazette 


Apparently it is impossible to secure any information 


as to what transpired at the meeting of the litigants 
opposing the very substantial increase in industrial gas 
rates with W. R. Stephens of the Arkansas-Louisiana Gas 
Company. 


We understand very indirectly, however, that the 


purpose of the meeting was to induce the litigants, one of 
which is the United States overnment, 'to drop their 
lawsuit and make contracts with Arkansas-Louisiana Gas 
for five years at rates substantially above the industrial 
rates already authorized by the Public Service Commission, 
but that this effort was entirely unsuccessful. 


As we understand it, the new industrial rates were 


authorized by the Public Service Commission and five 
year contracts have been signed by some of them at even 
higher rates, on the claim that the Gas Company was 
going to have to pay for gas at the wells at much higher 
rates than they have been paying, and that those signing 
the contracts would be assured of a gas supply at any 
time it might be necessary to fail or refuse to supply other 
customers. 


Never before have we heard of any public utility 


endeavoring to increase their price to consumers on the 
basis that the utility might at some time in the f uture 
have to pay higher prices for their supplies. There is no 
certainty that natural gas at the wells is going to be in- 
creased in price. In fact, with the enormous gas fields 
being found off the gulf coast, there might be even a 
surplus. 


The Gas Company operates under franchise which 


protect them from competition and if is the duty of the 
Public Service Commission to protect the interest of con- 
sumers, both industrial and household. 


The Arkansas Power & Light Company, the South- 


western Gas & Electric Company and other public utilities 
in the electrical field have- never hesitated to make the 
investments to meet the demands and have done so 
wonderfully well. 
Under the theory of the Arkansas- 


Louisiana Gas Company, they might well ask for increased 
rates' now because construction costs of new plants and 
supplies and labor will cost them more in the future. 
When their costs of producing electricity increase they 
are fully entitled to permission of the Public Service 
Commission to raise their rates to enable them to earn 
rhe 6 per cent return on their investment which is almost 
universally considered ample, but not before.,

varied. Some of these answers are 
sound — others only .theoretical, 


There is one agriculture workers 


among the many — a man with vi- 
sion — a student of yesteryear's 
problems — a prophet for today's 
and tomorrow's 
farm 
forestry. 


This man has stated in a countless 
number of articles a true 
and 


simple fact — that farm forestry is 
a farm level problem. In effect, 
a problem which cannot be solved 
by foresters alone, but one which, 
for the greater part, should be sol' 
ved by the farmers themselves, 
And thjs man maintains that get- 
ting the farmer to accept the idea 
that wood is a farm crop is the job 
for all agriculture workers, and 
not 
for just foresters alone. The 


man who made these statements is 
the former head of the svoodland 
section of 
the Soil Conservation 


Service — John F. Preston. 


John Preston did not come forth 


with any mystic words — he sim- 
ply stated a few facts that have 
been premature for most of us. In 
his recent article in the well-known 
publication, American Forest, Mr. 
Preston presented his ideas 
In 


plain and simple language. He stat- 
es that there are four essentials 
to growing wood as a farm crop on 
most farms. They are: 


1. The farmer must be the mana- 


ger o| his woods (he may seek ad- 
vice and technical help, but he re- 
mains the manager.
